Assemblyman Explains Birth And Parentage Of

George Anderson, a ranciier of Pu- 


ente street, was chiairman of the meet- 


_ef secreta'ry. 


Assemblyman" Cogswell stated that, 
although he .had not drawn the'pres- 
ent storm-water bill, he had stood 
sponsor for it when it was placed be- 
fore the state legislators. The bill 
was drawn by the district attorney's 
office in order to create a law that 
would in some way relieve a situation 
wherein the county officials were con- 
tinually importuned by ranchers to 
assist them in taking care of wild 
water. 
Mr. Cogswell's strong point 


was that the bill was so written as 
not to throw the entire burden on 
property-holders 
who 
received 
the 


bulk of the water, after it had been 
brought down across the valley; that 
the country, having been settled up, 
cities built upon it, concrete gutters, 
asphalt roads and other improvements 
made, caused the water to continue 
to flow on down the valley instead of 
sinking in as it formerly did. Al- 
though the rancher up the valley is 
not damaged by the water, he is in a 
measure responsible for the damage 
:o his fellow rancher below. 


The right of forming districts, Mr. 


Cogswell said, was given the board oi 
supervisors, 
as 
this is the logical 


place for the power to originate from. 
These men now have the power to 
build court-houses, public buildings, 
build roads and bridges without con- 
sulting the rancher, and the formation 
of storm-water districts was placed in 
the same kind of authority. These 
men spend from three to five mil- 
lions of the county money each year; 
they are the representatives ot the 
people, elected 'by the people, and 
threfore are supposed to adequately 
and wisely represent the people.

His wife and two children were also 
in the machine. 


The death was caused through no 


fault of anyone except, the unfortu- 
nate man, who seemed .to have sud- 
denly decided to jump from his wag- 
on at the time' that the machine" was 
passing.

pened near the Didier ranch, about 
two miles east of Puente.

years by the Pacific Light and Power 
Company.

RECIPROCITY IS DEAD. 


But It's Foolish to Vote for Roose- 


velt Because Taft Favored Bet- 


ter Relations With Canada. 


In a recent speech, in the House. 


Hon. Julius Kahn of California, the 
representative; made a very telling 
point. 


M r. Kahn said: 
Mr. Speaker: 
Those 
Republicans 


who propose to support.'.Mr. Roose- 
velt for the nomination in preference 
to President Taft because they are 
not in sympathy with the President's 
efforts to bring about reciprocity with 
Canada 
should 
read carefully 
the 


views of Mr. Roosevelt expressed while 
the measure was pending in the Sen- 
ate during the Sixty-first 
Congress. 


Only a week after the measure had 
passed the 
House, 
Mr. Roosevelt 


made t;wo speeches, one at the ban- 
quet of the Lincoln Club, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., February 11, UH1, at 
which 1 was present, and one two days 
after, before the Republican Club of 
New York, at the Lincoln Day dinner. 
In both these speeches Mr. Roosevelt 
referred to the reciprocity measure 


in most emphatic language and gave 
it his unqualified approval. Reciproc- 
ity with Canada is dead. It was not 
a party measure and had friends and 
opponents in both parties. It is no 
longer an issue in American politics, 
but it'Mr. Roosevelt Is to be preferred 
to 
Mr. Taft 
solely because of Mr. 


.Taft'a activity., in a measure which 
was not universally approved, then 
what Mr. Roosevelt thought about the 
opinions were expressed in the follow 
Ing language: 


Here, friends fn Michigan, right on 


the northern frontier, I have the pe- 
culiar right to say a word of congrat- 
ulation to you and to all of us upon 
the likelihood that we shall soon have 
closer reciprocal tariff and trade rt- 


i lations with the great nation to the 
nortli of us. (Applause.) And I feel 
so pleased, primarily because I wish 
to see the two peoples, the Canadian ! 
and the Americiin peoples, drawn to- 
gether by the. clonest of ties on a 
footing of complete equality of inter- 
est and mutual respect.

Sewer Outfall at Covina 


Theatrical Notes 


Grand Opera House. 


To ascertain if the building of a 


?ewer outfall for the joint use of sev- 
eral interior cities, down the San Ga- 
briel river to the sea, is a feasible 
project, representatives from Whittier, 
San 
Dimas, 
Claremont, 
Lordsbur.z, 


•Glendora, Azusa and Covina, assem- 
bled at Covina Tuesday, and formed a 
permanent organization, which will be 
in turn represented before a meeting 
of the county board of supervisors 
and also at the meeting of the county 
health 
officers' 
association, which 


meets in Pasadena on May I and 2 
The city of Pomona was not repre- 
sented, but sent word that it would 
be willing to aft in conjunction with 
other cities in tho preliminary investi- 
gation. 


The meeting has grown out of the 


recent public statement of members 
of the board of supervisors, that the 
county was soon to prohibit, the fur- 
ther establishment of sewer farms and 
outfalls situated outside of corporate 
limits, and that the law would prob- 
ably include tho abolishment of all 
sewer farms now in operation in the 
county. The action has had its birth 
in the stand taken by the county 
against the City of Pasadena, which 
lias been compelled to abandon its 
sewer outfall 
nc-nr 
Ilamona 
Acres. 


The cities of Pasadena, Alhambra and 
South Pasadena have united in the 
preliminary work of surveying a linp 
of outfall to the sea, voting the sum 
of $500 each to defray the pxpe-nses 
of the preliminary survey. 


Believing that the county cannot 


consistently prevent Pasadona 
from 


maintaining a sewer farm outside of 
city limits and at the same, time con- 
tinue to allow smaller cities in the 
valley to operate sewrr farms, the 
several cities of the Upper San Ga- 
briel 
Valley an; preparing for the 


inevitable. 
Covina, which 
has 
re-

for First Sergeant Jarnes Eckles of 
the Fourteenth Ohio Volunteer Infan- 
try, long a resident of Covina, and 
one of the best-loved men in the val- 
ley.

James S. Eckles was born in New- 


castle, Penn., April 14th, 1832, and 
died in Pacific Grove, April 1, 1912, 
lacking but fourteen days of reaching 
the age of eighty years. 


He came to Palo Alto on Wednes- 


day, March 27th, having left the train 
carrying himself and wife to visit his 
son-in-law, C. M. Warner, in Palo Al- 
to, and at Salinas, where he spent a 
day in business matters. On Saturday 
morning he went to Pacific Grove, 
by way of Santa Cruz, arriving at that 
place in the afternoon. 
Sunday he- 


was almost as well' as usual, and one 
of his last conscious acts was to mail 
a letter to his wife in Palo Alto, in 
which he suid he was well and happy. 
About 6 o'clock on Sunday evening he 
was found in a semi-conscious con- 
dition on the front porch of the house 
where he had taken a room.

landlady summoned help and a phy- 
sician. By the time the physician ar- 
rived with a nurse, he was uncon- 
scious, 
and remained so until 
his 


death. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. Eckles and 


the family of C. M. Warner, had been 
reached by phone at Palo Alto. They 
took the train to Salinas and went 
thence by automobile to Pacific Grove 
arriving there after a nerve-racking 
ride over miles of mountain road at 
1:20 a. m., ten minutes 
after 
Mr. 


Eckles had passed away. The doe- 
tor pronounced the causo of his death 
as uremic blood-poisoning. 


Mr. Eckles was buried in the Grand
